WHEREAS, parallel to those objectives, the 
American Gl Forum's concerned with civil rights of 
ALL AMERICANS; Now, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Dep¬ 
artment of California, American Gl Forum, support 
the principle of equal rights and equal opportunities 
pursued by Americans of Negro ancestry; 

HOWEVER, decrying demonstrations, sit-ins 
and boycotts as a means of securing enduring solu¬ 
tions to these grave social and civil problems. 

Adopted and passed at the State Board of Di¬ 
rectors Meeting, Department of California the 11th 
day of August, 1963, in the City of Tulare, Calif. 

I agree with the article by Mr. Robert D. 
Cervantes that most of our problems can be solved by 
Education and Political Participation. 

Item 1 — Education. The Forum has started 8 
students under American Gl Forum Scholarships in 
Santa Clara County and plans to start 4 or 5 more this 
year. 

Item 2 — The Civic Participation of the Forum 
Is becoming more active every day. We have not 
given up our idea to help and encourage a QUALIFIED 
Mexican-American to run for the city council in the 
next elections. Forumeers are encouraged to join 
MAPA, PEG, Democratic clubs and Republican clubs, 
and to take part in all phases of political campaigns. 

The Forum plans to have speakers of both 
parties at our meetings so that we may have well in¬ 
formed and active voters. While this may not be as 
spectacular as demonstrations and rallies, we feel that 
an appeal to the orderly legislative processes, Ameri¬ 
can idealism, and love of fair play will help us achi¬ 
eve our aims and objectives without the danger of in¬ 
jury and bloodshed which sometimes accompany ral¬ 
lies and demonstrations, ond the ensuing bitterness 
that often follow such a course of action. 


We would like to pay tribute to LOUIS MELCHOR 
who combines his hobby with his dedication to the 
Forum by lending his amplifier equipment and elec¬ 
tronic know how to the Forum at their meetings and 
functions. It is the modest hard working members like 
Louis that make the Forum the smooth working org¬ 
anization that it is.

Bables are a great ¡oy and a great responsi¬ 
bility to all parents. Those born into homes where 
there are both a father and a mother are lucky, for 
there are two parents to support and care for them. 
They will receive good physical care and the love 
they need to grow into healthy adults. 

Unfortunately, some babies are born to un¬ 
married mothers and are cheated a little because they 
have only one parent instead of two. These babies 
may be loved and receive the best of care. But some¬ 
times, babies are born to very young, or very troubled 
girls who are confused, frightened, and hardly more 
than children themselves. Though they love their 
children, they need help in learning how to be a 
mother, and sometimes, help in growing up them¬ 
selves. Quite often, the young mother in this situa¬ 
tion doesn't have her own mother or an older relative 
to whom she can turn for help and advice. 

Parent-Child homes are one kind of foster 
homes licensed by the Welfare Department. In these 
foster homes, young mothers and their babies are 
placed together in foster care. The foster parents help 
the girl grow into a mother who can provide a good 
home for her child. They help her learn how to give 
her baby good physical care, how to know when he 
needs medical attention, how to prepare food prop¬ 
erly, how to protect the befey from Illness and acci¬ 
dents, and all the other things that parents need to 
know. 

If she is still of school age, the baby's mother 
attends school and the foster mother cares for her 
baby. If she works, the foster mother can care for the 
baby while she is away on her job. Until she is old 
enough to manage and make wise choices for herself 
and her child, the foster home insures safety and sec¬ 
urity for both mother and baby. 

|t is always hard to find enough Parent-Child 
homes for the young mothers with babies who need 
them. Middle-aged couples whose own children are 
grown make particularly good Parent-Child foster 
parents, for they have the wisdom, experience, and 
patience needed to help.

And not only the bracero 
benefits by coming to work In this country (U.S.), 
but the U.S. also benefits by helping the people of 
his neighbor country, Mexico. And by doing that the 
U.S. will keep peace andgood relations with Mexico. 

I hope that many Mexican Californians will 
not be so selfish and agree with me.
